i WASHKOTOK, June 13.—The inquest 
over the bodies of the victims of the 
Ford's theater disaster was commenced 
at 11 o'clock in WiUord'a haU.' Just 'at 
that hour Colonel Ainsworth, chief oi 
the record and pension division, who 
lias been placed on the defensive by im- 
plied accusation that he wait-responsible 
for the presence of the olerka in the old 
building, entered the hall and engaged 
in a short conversation with hia attor- 
ney, B. Koss Perry of this city. About 
100 person were present. 


Dr. Schaeffer, the deputy coroner oi 


the district, conducted the inqnest. 
The jury, consisted of B. H. "Warner" 
C. I. Kellogg, J. A. Sibley, Frank L' 
Hanvey, "William Ayre, Jr., and Charles 
F. Schneider, and included architects 
and builders. 


Th» deputy coroner stated that the 


inquest was to be held over the remains 
of J. A, Chaplin, whose body has been 
selected for that purpose. 


A letter I'rom Secretary Laruont was 


read, giving assurance that no clerk 
need fear dismissal on account of hi 
testimony. 


Benjamin Eeiss, a cleric of Class 1, 
record -and pension division, war de- 
partment, employed in the old theater 
building, was the first witness. He had 
been excused, he said, at 9 o'clock on 
the morning of the disaster on account 
of business, and was not present when 
the building Sell. He had not seen any 
nrea roped off as dangerous inside the 
old theater. He had heard no talk 
about tho dangerous condition of the 
building within a month. A day or 
two before the accident ho had seen 
Colonel Ainsworth at the building; ,he 
was there while the excavation was 
going on. 


Charles Troutman, a clerk in the old 


theater, whose desk was on the first 
floor, described the fall of the floors and 
his escape. The witness knew of no 
E 


rotest having been sent by employes 
i the building to the authorities about 


the dangerous condition of the build- 
ing. He had been warned by J. TV. 
Webb, in charge of the first floor, not 
to approach an area on that floor, which 
bad been roped oif, while the excava- 
tion was going on. Mr. Webb had 
given him this warning eight or 10 days 
before the accident. To his knowledge 
no orders had been issued about the in- 
security of the building except an offi- 
cial warning not to walk over the roped- 
off space. 


Smith Thompson, a clerk in the thea- 


ter building, who made a bitter speech 
denouncing Colonel Ainsworth at the 
relief meeting on Friday, testified thai 
when the accident occurred he was at 
his desk at work on the second floor to 
the rear of the light well, the part ol 
the building which did not fall. He 
said there was no fire escape on tho 
bnilding, and only one door for entrance 
and exit. 


"Had you ever heard any warning 


about the stairway';" asked the deputy 
coroner. 


"Frequently, frequently,'1*- said the 


witness. "Servants or messengers ol 
Colonel Ainsworth, who were stationec 
on the stairway, notified us with batec 
breath that it was Colonel Ainsworth's 
orders that employes should go easilv on 
tiptoe up and down the stairs. I do 
not know tho names of these servants 
or messengers. One was callad Henry 
a colored man. 
The building wai 


known to all the clerks as a deathtrap.' 


The witness said that he had been a 


civil engineer. Every day he went be 
bw stairs and watched the progress o. 
the excavation. He saw no pillars or 
props tised in holding up the tost floor 
while the excation was going on. 


It was a, matter of common talk tha' 


this work was dangerous, and a fellow 
clerk had warned him not to go there 
He had heard that Mr, Gage, one of thi 
victims, had applied for leave of ab- 
sence during the progress of the worl 
in the basement, but that it had been 
refused. Mr. Gage, he understood, was 


• apprehensive of danger. 
Concerning the one stairway in thi 


theater building, Mr. Thompson said i 
was no- sufficient for the rapid exit o 
one-half the clerks. In going down 
the stairway he had heard clerks cal 
out to "take cnre: the stairs are uu 
Bate." 


Just at this stage i» Mr. Thompon' 


testimony there was a strange scene il 
lustrating a bitter feeling against Colo- 
nel Ainsworth. 
A majority of th 


spectators present at the inquest wer 
clerks who were employed in the olt 
theater building. 


Mr. "Warner, one of the jurors, asket 


the witness what was the feeling o 
clerks ia the theater building toward, 
their superior 
officer—Colonel Ains 


worth. 


"That of abject fear," answered Mr 


Thompson, impressively. 


A slight buzz and shifting of chairs 


followed, then a alight clapping o 
hands. A lieutenant of police presen 
held up his hand to stop the attempt a 
applause, but he was too late. A burs 
of handclapping followed that lasted 
quarter of a minute. It came from th 
portion of the room whore most of th 
clerks were sitting. 
Dr. Schfteffer looked astonished, an 


Colonel Ainsworth grew red. 


Mr. Warner said he asked the ques 


tion because there seemed to be the be 
lief that the feeling existing betwee 
Colonel Ainsworth and every man i 
the office was such, had they made 
suggestion as to the safety of the bniic 
in§, it wonld have jeopardized their po 
sitions. 


Mr. "Warner asked if there was such 


a feeling of fear that the clerks were 
afraid to make suggestions as to the 
dEiBgerous condition of the building. 
"It was, Mr. Warner; emphatically, it 


was," was the answer.

Mr. Brown finally decided to answer 


;he original question. He sdid there 
was much feeling about tho insecurity 
of the building and a greatmanyclerks, 
ninself s,inoug them, would have pro- 
;ested, if they had had courage to do 
so, against being kept in the old the- 
ater. 


"What had the clerks to apprehend?' 
was asked 


"Discharge," said Mr. Brown. 
Tho witness said that ever since the 
work of e:;cavation began he hud heard 
;alk of tha unsafe condition oi' the of- 
ice. He knew no one who had made 
application for transfer because of the 
.nsecurity of the building. He thought 
the building overcrowded. 


J. S. Smith, a first-floor clerk said 


;hat since the excavation began dull re- 
lorts would be heard by the clerks from 
selow throe or four tinios a dav. These 
reports were followed by sli.o%vers of 
plaster dust. He had heard clerks say 
;hey had protested to Colonel Ains- 
worth against the escape of gas while 
some repairs were going on, nnd Colo- 
lel Ainsworth had gone to the theater 
ouilding to investigate. 


At the request of Mr. Perrv, repre- 
senting Colonel Aiusworth, D:r" Shaef- 
fer, asked the witness if he knew of any 
cleric being dismissed for making the 
protest on account of the gas. The wit- 
ness s'aid that he knew that Mr. Sayre, 
me of the gentlemen who protested, 
bad not been disturbed. 
Ho livjso con- 


tradited other witnesses in saying that 
everj'hody in the building had confi- 
dence in Colonel Ainsworth. Any feel- 
ing that might have been developed was 
not directed to Colonel Ainsworth, but 
to other officials—particularly Jacob 
Freech. The talk against .Colonel Ains- 
worth had been confined to a few old 
soreheads. 
James A. Lorjij, another clerk, saic 


he had felt insecure during the work ol 
excavation, and had spoken to several 
clerks about it, who assured him there 
was no danger. It wits explained to 
him that the reiison the space on the 
first floor was roped off was because the 
floor boards had no supports beneath 
them. But Mr. Long could not down 
his feara, so ha secured leave of absence 
while the excavation was going on, and 
applied for im insurance on hiit life. 


Examined by a juror, Mr. Long sau 


his belief in the insecurity of the builrt- 
iug had first caused him lo think o£ in- 
suring hia life. Ho had been warue< 
against running np the stairs. 
Albert N. Crosby, a third-floor clerk, 


was not allowed to finish his testimony. 
While he was being examined a man 
walked slowly to a place behind Colonel 
Ainsworth's chair and said something 
in such a loud voice that it brought n 
warnin 


resent.

uslied. He stepped forward and, stand- 


ing behind and directly over Colonel 
Ainsworth, cried in a voice trembling 
with passion: 
"Yon murdered my brother and Id

There was a momentus silence after 


this passionate outburst and then a wild 
shout of approval. Colonel -4 jusworth 
eat calmly m his chair without even 
turning his head to see who denounced 


Lieutenant Amess of the police force 


walked over to the disturbor and pushed 
him toward a doorway. 


"Who is he," asked some one. 
"His name is Charles G. Banes, whose 


brother was killed/' was the answer 
from a dozen clerks. Banea is a real 
estate agent.

Morgan Spencer of Bridgeport, Ala., 
nnotner government clerk, called out at 
Colonel Ainsworth:

and not rdeased on bail," 


Here the tempest broke out in its full 
fury. "Hang him!" was shouted from 
o dozen throats. 


Everyman in the spectators' seats 


rose at the cry, "Hanghiml hang him!" 
The shout grew louder. 


Colonel Ainsworth sat cool and col- 


lected. Somebody said, after the up- 
roar was over, that his hand moved to 
his inside coat pocket and remained 
tnei-o. His features seemecl absolutely 
immovable. 
There was the faintest 
suggestion of a smile on his, lips. 


Mr. Perry remained standing but 


made no attempt to quell the mob, for 
it had grown to be such. Lieutenant 
Amess was utterly powerless to still tho 
tumult. 


A mad rush had just begun in the 


direction of Colonel Ainsworth, when 
Mr. Warner arose, and standing on his 
chair, begged for order. The sight of 
him standmK stopped the rush. 


Dr. Schaeffer directed Mr. Warner to 


take his seat, but the latter refused, 
and raising his voice, managed to make 
himself heard. His first words brought 
qniet. 


"This outbreak of feeling must be 


suppressed," he said; "not by the hand 
of the law, hut by the hand of frater- 
nity. (Applause.} I appeal to you to 
have faif~play as American citizens and 
not to stain tlio fair name of the glori- 
ous capital of this republic. I appeal 
to you iin tho name of the Master who 
reigns above." 


The orowd fell into Mr. Warner's 
way of thinking and cried "Yes! Yes I" 
He saw this advantage, and made an 
appeal to let the question of allowing 
Colonel Ainaworth to remain be settled 
by cool heads. 


When he took his seat, however, there 


were more threatening mntterings, and 
nt 8:20 p. m.. Dr. Schaeffer quickly ad- 
journed the inquest. 


Tho department clerks stood-about 
the hall talking excitedly over the in- 
cident. Colonul Ainsworth sat in Ins 
chair for n minute and then walked 
quietly ooit of the"" building through" a 
side . door connected with Willard's 
hotel. 


When the hall was emptied, the ex- 


cited language of tho clerks continued 
on the sidewalk and finally Butler Fitch 
mounted the entrance steps of the 
building nnd proposed an indignation 
meeting immediately. Tha proposition 
\VRS adopted and the clerks' took poses- 
sion of tlio hall. 


Smith Thompson, aged ">'.', years, who 


made many bitter remarks against Col- 
onel Ainsworth and Jacob Freeh, in 
his testimony during the morning was 
elected chairman or the meeting, and 
bitter denunciations of Colonel Ains- 
vrortli and those who justified his 
course were indulged in. 


A committee consisting of: Smith 


Thompson, W. N. Sayre, B. Fitch. Pore 
Monroe unO M, M. Jarvis was apx>oint- 
ed to wait upon the president and pro- 
test against the proposed secret session 
nnd to urge tho suspension of Colonel 
Ainsworth pending the investigation.

How long thai 
wonld be, Major Davis could not say 
but tho court could not be organized 
until Colonel Ainsworth was presen 
and exercised hid privilege of clmlleng 
ing the personnel of tlio court, if he 
enw fit so to to do. 
In view of the fact that nothing 


could be done pending the inquest, thi 
court without organizing, adjourned to 
meet at tho call of the senior officer. 


The court does not partake of thi 


nature of a court martial, its objec 
being simply to conduct the inquiry 
and submit the facts to the secretary o 
war. 
The board appointed to examine tin 


other public buildings has not yet been 
able to do anything for the reason tha 
some oi' the meml>ers are attending th 
coroner's inquiry.
